Estrada 
Halts His 
Candidacy 

Lightning rod judicial 
nominee ends waiting game 

WASHINGTON I Miguel Estrada, whose nomi- 
nation became a flash point for Democratic 
opposition to President Bush’s judicial 
choices, withdrew from consideration 
for an appeals court seat Thursday after 
Republicans failed in seven attempts to break 
a Senate filibuster. 

President Bush called 
Estrada’s treatment “dis- 
graceful.” But Senate 
Democrats said he was 
a casualty of the White 
House’s insistence on 
stacking appeals courts 
with conservatives. 

“This should serve as a wake-up call to the 
White House that it cannot simply expect the 
Senate to rubber-stamp judicial nominees,” 
said Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., one of 
the leading opponents to Bush’s nominees. 

For Estrada — at one time seen as a poten- 
tial Supreme Court candidate — the with- 
drawal ends a two-year waiting game. 

“I believe that the time has come to return 
my full attention to the practice of law and 
to regain the ability to make long-term plans 
for my family,” he said in a letter to Bush.

NFL Plays Hardball With Metro Over Transit Cash 


WASHINGTON I Transit officials said the 
National Football League has refused to pay 
nearly $64,000 to help cover extra subway 
service for Thursday’s concert and game. 

Officials initially estimated the total cost 
for the extra service at about $180,000. They 
expected fares would cover $120,000 of that, 
and asked the NFL for the difference. 


Metro planned to extend peak service until 
10 p.m. and keep the subway open until 2 a.m. 
to accommodate the extra riders expected. 

But service was scaled back due to lower 
than expected demands. The number of rid- 
ers was barely 6 percent greater than the 


same Thursday last year. 

The NFL would not give specifics on the 
amounts it was reimbursing the National Park 
Service and other agencies, but spokesman 
Greg Aliello said it was spending millions of 
dollars on the event, candace smith (ap)

WASHINGTON | The House on 
Thursday agreed to a 2.2 percent 
pay raise for Congress — slightly 
less than average wage increases 
in private business but enough to 
boost lawmakers’ annual salaries 
to about $158,000 next year. 

The House members decided 
to allow themselves a fifth straight 
cost-of-living raise after rejecting 
them for several years during the 
1990s. Their annual pay has risen 
from $136,700 in 1999 to about

Republican governor

MONTGOMERY, ALA. | Gov.Bob Riley 
is tired of seeing Alabama near the 
bottom in the national rankings. He 
says it is time voters demand as much 
from their public schools and state 
government as they do from their 
college football teams. 

The price for change: a $1.2 bil- 
lion tax increase that would be the 
biggest in Alabama history and the 


largest in percentage terms of any 
state this year. 

Polls show Riley’s proposal, which 
will be put to the voters on Tuesday, 
trailing by more than 20 percent. 

Riley, a Southern Baptist in a 
Bible Belt state, has suggested that 
Christian voters ought to help the 
poor by reforming a state tax struc- 
ture that he calls immoral. But even 
the Alabama Christian Coalition has 
come out against the plan. 

Riley’s plan has shattered 
the traditional political lineup in 
Alabama.

Colleges Toughen Rules 
To Fight Internet Viruses 


WASHINGTOnI Still recovering from 
a summer of Internet infections, col- 
leges are taking aggressive steps to 
protect campus computer networks 
from virus outbreaks. 

Students returning to classes 
are finding themselves summar- 
ily unplugged if their computers 
are infected. 

Back-to-back waves of dev- 
astating infections that spread 
quickly across the Internet during 
August crippled some college and 
high school networks just before 


the start of the fall semester. The 
attacks overwhelmed many tech- 
nology departments already starved 
for employees and money. 

It’s never been a more challeng- 
ing time to run a computer network 
on campus. Unlike managers in cor- 
porations, college officials provide 
Internet connections for student 
computers over which they have 
little direct control. These high- 
speed networks are powerful, and 
purposely left open to help in the

Firefighters Battle 
220 Calif. Blazes 

NAPA, CALIF. I Lightning sparked 
more than 200 fires in Northern 
California, including nearly two 
dozen that could burn badly out 
of control, fire officials said. 

The state Forestry Department 
called about 4,000 firefight- 
ers Wednesday to the northeast

French, German 
leaders displeased 
with Iraq proposal 

DRESDEN, GERMANY I France and 
Germany refused Thursday to 
support a U.S. draft resolution 
that would spread the burden of 
running post-war Iraq. 

French President Jacques 
Chirac and German Chancellor 
Gerhard Schroeder demanded that 
Washington give the United Nations 
more influence in Iraq’s political 
future. Their stance threatened 
to reopen a barely healed trans- 
Atlantic rift over their ardent 
opposition to the Iraq war. 

Under the draft resolution circu- 
lated Wednesday Washington seeks 
money and troops from other coun- 
tries but would not cede political or 
military control in Iraq.

Abbas to Force Decision 


Asks parliament to 
either support him or 
send him home 

RAM ALL AH, WEST BANK | Palestinian 
Prime Minister Mahmoud Abbas 
asked parliament Thursday to 
either support him or strip him of 
his post, saying infighting is keep- 
ing him from making progress on 
a U.S. -backed peace plan. 

Weakened by a power struggle 
with Yasser Arafat, Abbas told leg- 
islators he must be given full power 
to carry out reforms required by the 
peace plan. If the demand is met, 
Abbas would have a stronger hand 


against militants he is pressing to 
stop attacks against Israelis. 

Abbas, summing up his first 100 
days in office, stopped short of seek- 
ing a vote of confidence that could 
topple him, but said he is leaving his 
future in parliament’s hands. 

Parliament scheduled a closed- 
door session Saturday to meet 
with Abbas again and discuss his 
demands, after which legislators 
were to decide whether to hold a 
confidence vote — possibly by next

Fund Woes Delay Afghan Voter Drive 


Lack of donors, 
security situation 
impedes registration 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | Registration 
of voters for next year’s Afghan gen- 
eral elections will start six weeks 
late because of a slow response from 
donors funding the process, a UN. 
official said Thursday. 

However, the elections are still 
planned to go ahead in June 2004, 
said Reginald Austin, chief of the 
U.N. Mission in Afghanistan’s 


electoral unit. 

Austin said the work of interna- 
tional staff preparing for the elec- 
tion had also been hampered by 
the security situation in the south 
and east of the country — the site 
of recent attacks by Taliban guerril- 
las, and a major military operation 
against them by Afghan government 
and U.S.-led coalition forces. 

The United Nations was man- 


dated to assist in the registration 
process by a December 2001 agree- 
ment that set up current President 
Hamid Karzai’s administration. 

Austin said that of the $7b 
million sought from the inter- 
national community, only $20.5 
million had been pledged so far 
— by Canada, the United States, 
Germany, Denmark and Britain.

NEW YORK I The Nasdaq composite 
index notched its longest winning 
streak in more than three years 
Thursday after strong gains in fac- 
tory orders and worker productiv- 
ity fueled investor expectations 
of a rebounding economy. Other 
market indicators also advanced, 
reaching heights not seen in more 
than a year.

Labor said new jobless claims

The Nasdaq climbed 16.07, or 0.9 
percent, to 1,868.97, for a seven- day 
gain of 104 points. The last time the 
tech-focused index notched seven 
straight days of gains was the period 
ended February 8, 2000; Thursday’s 
close also was the highest level since 
March 19, 2002. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age advanced 19.44, or 0.2 percent, 
at 9,587.90, for a five-day gain of 
254 points.

Indictment names 
Goldman Sachs 
worker in bond fraud 

NEW YORK I A consultant illegally 
tipped Goldman Sachs & Co. that 
the government would end sales 
of its benchmark bonds, leading 
to $3.8 million in tainted profits 
for the Wall Street firm, officials 
charged Thursday. 

The consultant, Peter Davis, 
frantically worked his cell phone 
to get the information to Goldman 
senior economist John Youngdahl 
minutes ahead of its public release 
on Oct. 31, 2001, according to an 
indictment unsealed in Manhattan 
federal court. 

Goldman agreed to pay more 
than $9.3 million to settle charg- 
es by the Securities and Exchange 


Commission on its role in the fraud, 
SEC enforcement chief Stephen 
Cutler said. 

Davis, 53, of Washington, D.C., 
pleaded guilty to a criminal com- 
plaint charging him with securities 
fraud, wire fraud and conspiracy, 
and will be sentenced later. He also 
agreed to pay nearly $150,000 to 
settle SEC charges. 

Youngdahl, 44, of Summit, 
N. J., and who no longer works for 
Goldman, was indicted on seven 
federal counts, including perjury, 
conspiracy, securities fraud and 
wire fraud. He pleaded innocent 
and was released on $800,000 bail 
pending a Feb. 2 trial. Youngdahl 
also faces a lawsuit by the SEC. 

Davis allegedly had been illegally 
violating the restrictions on advance 
Treasury Department information

Incumbent Hero 


Showtime paints a 
fawning portrait of 
a president in ‘Crisis’ 

TELEVISION I To the best of my 
knowledge, there has never been a 
TV movie extolling the virtues of a 
sitting president. At least, not until 
the made-for- cable drama “D.C. 
9/11: Time of Crisis” (Sunday, 8 
p.m.. Showtime). 

Written and produced by Lionel 
Chetwynd, who had access to key 
players in the Bush administration, 
“Crisis” recalls the actions and deci- 
sions made by Bush and his team 
on Sept. 11, 2001, and the days fol- 
lowing, when the president’s team 
decided to embark on a war against 
al Qaeda and their Taliban hosts 
in Afghanistan. According to press 
materials provided by Showtime, 
Chetwynd embarked on “Crisis” 
with the belief that it “could be the 
great docudrama of our time.” 

What “Crisis” does is reduce the 
greatest story of our time to the con-

fines of a mediocre TV movie. Make 
that a mediocre TV movie with a 
really weird cast. 

Timothy Bottoms, who starred 
in the short-lived sitcom “That’s My 
Bush!” on Comedy Central, plays 
Bush here as a resolute commander 
in chief who is not above shedding 
a tear or two. Penny Johnson, best 
known for her role as the conspira- 
cy-hatching first lady on “24,” plays 
Condoleezza Rice. And who can 
miss George Takei (“Star Trek”) as 
Transportation Secretary Norman 
Mineta? 

While both Showtime and 
Chetwynd deny any attempts at 
political propaganda, “Crisis” is 
pure, unabashed hagiography 
undercut by the inherent cheesi- 
ness of made-for-television movie 
conventions. 

If the Department of Homeland 
Security ever creates its own 
Ministry of Information, it will 
probably produce more movies 
like this, kevin mcdonough (united

TELEVISION I A half-dozen women 
gather in a house to help each other 
improve their lives, all the while 
being filmed for television.

Baltimore has seen apprecia- 
tion and some neighborhoods have 
really taken off (think Canton). If 
you work on Capitol Hill (and thus 
close to Union Station) and live in 
a neighborhood close to the train 
in Baltimore, you could do it, I 
would think. 


PATIOS I Cool autumn temperatures 
are no reason deck and patio lovers 
should retreat to the cozy confines 
of dens or family rooms. 

Homeowners can take back 
the night — and early evenings or 
football afternoons for that mat- 
ter — with toasty outdoor heaters 
designed to extend enjoyment of 
decks or patios to three if not four 
seasons. Outdoor fans have warmed 
to three basic heat sources: patio 
heaters, chimineas and fire pits. 

Propane fueled patio heaters 
familiar to outdoor cafe or bistro 
patrons have made a smooth tran- 
sition to home uses. Floor-stand- 
ing and tabletop models reflect heat 
against a metal dish. Expect to pay 
$90 to $360. 

Also hot on the heat scene are 
chimineas. Either terra cotta or cast 
iron, these wood burners have a dis- 
tinct desert Southwest influence. 
Costing less than $100, chimineas 
have an oven-like appearance but 
are not suitable for cooking. 

The best of both worlds for heat 
and appearance may be fire pits. 
These steel or copper units burn 
charcoal or wood. Built-in screens 
control sparks. Some models dou- 
ble as grills. Fire pit prices start 
around $100. 

There are no restrictions on 
use of propane patio heaters, and 
both chimineas and fire pits are 
approved for use in all but a few 
U.S. markets.

Discerning patio and deck own- 
ers will be glad to know these out- 
door heat devices also come with the 
expected accessories, such as pokers 
and tongs for wood or charcoal and 
grill amenities, david brad ley (ap)

Is Watching 


Corporate America’s 
surveillance puts 
Big Brother to shame 

PRIVACY I George Orwell had it 
wrong. 

It’s corporate America, not gov- 
ernment, that is emerging as the 
clearest embodiment of Big Brother 
— the all-seeing, all-knowing entity 
in Orwell’s novel “1984.” 

With technology already avail- 
able or on its way, corporations can 
block your e-mail from particular 
senders, stop you from printing doc- 
uments deemed too sensitive and 
record instant-messaging conver- 
sations among workers. 

“People worry a lot about the FBI 
spying on them,” said Lewis Maltby, 
president of National Workrights 
Institute. “But your chances of 
being spied on by the FBI are one 
in a million. Your chances of being 
spied on by your boss are better than 
50-50.” 

Spying? Hardly, according to 


Microsoft, America Online and 
others developing the technology. 

Rather, they say, they are mere- 
ly letting companies exercise their 
right to monitor use of their com- 
puters and networks. 

Companies need more control 
to improve computer security and 
block junk e-mail, and such indus- 
tries as financial services and health 
care face federal requirements to 
record communications, advocates 
of the technology say. 

In recent years, companies includ- 
ing The New York Times, The Dow 
Chemical Co., Xerox Corp. and oth- 
ers have fired employees for Internet 
use deemed inappropriate. 

Companies can now spy on work- 
ers by intercepting e-mail messages 
or even installing software to secret- 
ly record keystrokes. 

As new technologies get rolled 
out, critics brace for more legal bat- 
tles. With few — and outdated — 
laws in place, they say, employers’ 
ability to monitor instant messag- 
es and Internet-based phone calls

is creeping uncomfortably close to 
policing basic conversation. 

“There’s just a train wreck that’s 
coming,” said Ted Schadler, an ana- 
lyst with technology research firm 
Forrester Research. 

Microsoft is developing Windows 
Rights Management technologies 
to restrict whether employees can 
view, print or forward e-mails and 
files. The technology is designed 
to help companies prevent leaks 
of trade secrets to competitors or 
the public, Microsoft said. 


Critics contend the Microsoft 
offering is yet another way busi- 
nesses are emerging as Big Brother 
and wielding more control over 
employees — such a technology, 
for instance, could create hurdles 
for whistle-blowers. 

“It’s the Wild West,” said 
Maltby, the workers’ rights advo- 
cate. “Employers can do whatever 
they want.” 

And that’s exactly the point, 
some say. 

“Employers need to manage 


[instant message] use, just as 
they do e-mail use,” said Nancy 
Flynn, executive director of The 
ePolicy Institute and author of 
“E-Mail Rules.” 

“It’s not a matter of Big Brother 
reading over employees’ electronic 
shoulders,” she wrote in an e-mail 
seeking comment. 

“Rules, policies and monitor- 
ing tools are designed to protect 
the company’s assets (human and 
financial), future and reputation.”

Smaller breweries 
adapt to changing 
taste of Germans 

MARKETING I You can’t crack open 
a Welde beer without noticing that 
two centuries of brewing tradition 
are getting a new twist, starting with 
the corkscrew- shaped bottles. 

The beer inside is still made 
according to Germany’s 500 -year- 
old purity law allowing only malt, 
hops, yeast and water. In every- 
thing else, however, tradition gets 
short shrift at Welde as the small 
brewery with 45 workers fights to 
win drinkers’ allegiance in a shrink- 
ing market. 

The brewery, in the drowsy town 


of Plankstadt, near Heidelberg in 
southern Germany, traces its begin- 
nings to an 18th-century tavern and 
remains in the private hands of the 
local Spielmann family. 

But today its odd bottles dance 
across a sharply designed Web site, 
where fans can order a case — and 
design their own labels. Instead of 
the usual smiling buxom blonde 
maid in traditional dress, a nude 
model cavorts on its ad posters. 

And new drinks unimagined by 
master brewers in centuries past 
have joined the assortment, includ- 
ing beer mixed with lemonade or 
even with cola. 

The reason for all the change: 
Year after year, Germans are drink- 
ing less and less of the national bev-

erage, forcing breweries to adapt 
— or face last call. 

Germans drank 32 gallons per 
person last year, down from 38.4 
gallons in 1980, thanks to increased 
awareness of physical fitness. 

Besides falling consumption, 
small brewers face nationwide 
brands such as Beck’s, the proper- 
ty of Belgian giant Interbrew, with 
production and advertising budgets 
the little guys can’t match. 

“There are two possible ways of 
surviving in a shrinking market,” 
said Mario Heider, Welde’s sales 
chief. “You can do it by offering 
the lowest price, or you can try to 
make an individual brand so that 
the customer will say, ‘Welde is

Taxing junk food and television 
sets? What’s next? Will Big Brother 
start tracking our grocery purchas- 
es and offer tax breaks to healthy 
eaters? 

Anything is possible when 
zealots get control. A tax on fatty 
foods is, in effect, a tax break for 
less fatty food. 

I’m 5’4” and weight 160 pounds, 
so I’m clinically obese. Yet I exer- 
cise daily, eat a healthy diet low in 
fat high in grains and veggies, and 
wear a size 10 dress. I feel that I’m 
in good health and I’m not willing to 
starve myself or spend two hours a 
day exercising.
